Hot Springs. Ark.. Manli 11.— If ever prosiwTit.v 
.alfoiiinled in a <-ity it alwnnds Iumv at the pn?sent 
time, and the lo*-al poi»ula«*e. ineluding tin* leading 
laisiness men of the city, are giving the credit when* 
credit is due — to the race meeting, which is in prog- 
ress at Oaklawn Park and which has drawn s**veral 
thousand p«*rsons. a majority of them of the wealth- 
ier class, to this hustling little town. Faces are 
seen at this race trju-k that are new to the regular 
ract*goers. and the tourists seem to derive more 
pleasure out of the races tlian anybody else. There 
are also gathered here admirers of the thoroughbred 
from all parts of the <*<»untry, and many of them 
are business men who are here on a little vacation 
and faking in some racing while taking the baths, 
for which this city is noted. 

On the first four days of this season’s racing, 
the attendaiu'e showed a big im*re:ise daily ov(*r the 
corresponding perhal last .v«*ar, and on tin* o]>ening 
day the crowd was imnli larg<*r than the first da.v 
last .vear. The programs arrang(*d dail.v by Racing 
S.‘cr<*tnry .1. R. ('aniplHll have proven highl.v in- 
teresting, as tlie finishes in a numlR*r of tin* races 
have been close. Each <lay ;i race is arrangi*d 
f<»r the better class of horses and ever.v ginnl horse 
at the <ours<* will In* seen in action at the meet- 
ing. 

Interest the first few days of the meeting cen- 
tcrcil in the ap|H*arain*e in a race of Old Rose- 
bud, as his many adnjirers were anxious to see if 
in* was an.vthing like his old self. His first tinn* 
out he demonstrated that he still has a worhl of 
siH*ed ami he pulled up in such good condition that 
trainer Frank Weir is confident that he will lM*at 
^ hcrscK in the north ami east, the <*i»ming 

W spring and summer. He has been nominated in 
all of the big stakes for which he is eligibh* in 
Kentuck.v, including the $10. IKK) added Kentucky 
Handicap, and he will be given a special prep.-ira- 
tion for this race. 

Peak and Old Rosebud Both “Came Back,” 

The “come-back” of 0!<1 Rosebud was a double 
“coim*-back” alTair. as jockey Charles Peak, who 
rode him, had Im*cu out of the sad<lh* for a long 
time, and his victor.v on tin* son of I’licle — Ivory 
Rells marked his return. Peak is a native of Hot 
Springs and has ridd«*n at every’ race track in the 
country and in Canada Avith a fair measure of 
success, but numerous falls caused him to absent 
Jiimself from the riding ranks consi«lerabl.v. He 
Jias been resting up here for a goo<l while ami 
<*an ride light enough to get plent.v of mounts if 
he m(*ets with no further mishaps. 

When it comes to having old horses in his barn, 
C. S. Thompson has g<it it on all of the other 
OAvners ln*re, as he has tAV<h— Prince of Castile and 
Wai) — Avhos * combined ages total tw’cnty-five years. 
The former is a gray gelding thirteen years ohl 

and the latter a bay gelding Avhich has reachetl

Seven Races Daily, with No Purse Less Than $600 
— No Charge for Stalls.

Wa.shington, I), C,, March 11. — The Southern 

Mar.vl.-ind Agricultunil Association has issued its 
spring program for the first six days at the Rowie 
<*ourse. The meeting Avill liegin on April 2 and <*on - 
tinm* tAvelve days. There will Ik* seven races daily 
on tlie <*ard. General Manager .lames F. O’Hara 
annoum*ed today tliat then* Avill Ik* no purse less 
than $«MK) during the meeting, and tin* association 
will not «‘harg«* for stall rent. Arrangements have 
lieeji made for the aci'onimodation of horse* owners 
to ship their horses via the I’ennsylvunia railroad 
to the Naval .\cademy .lum*tion, Avhere they will be* 
transiKirted direi t to the course over the Washing- 
ton. Italtimore & Annaiiolis raihvay. 

For the opening day’s program there Avill be two 
races of the shorter variety, Iaao of three-<iuart *rs 
and tlie remainder OA’er a mile. The folloAA'ing 
AA’eights shall be carried Avhen not in the condition 
of the race: 

In races of one-half mile. tAA’o- year -olds shall 
carry S4 pounds; three-j'ear-olds 114; four-year-olds 
126; five, six and older, 127 iKuinds. 

In three-quarter mile races. two-.A’ear-olds shall 
carry S4 tmiinds; three-year-olds 116; four year- dds 
133; fiA’e. six and ohler. 13.7 pounds. 

In races of one mile, two- year-olds shall carry 
91 iK)unds; threi*-year-olds 107; four-year-<dds 126; 
five, six and older. 130 ]M>unds. 

In rjices of one mile and a half or more, two- 
.vear-olds Avill carry .SS pounds; thr«*e-year-olds 10.7: 
four . vear- olds 12f*; five, six and older, 131 pounds. 

In races of intermediate lengths, the Aveigiits for 
the sliorter distance shall b<^ carried. 

In races exilusively for thrt*e-yt*ar-olds, or four- 
.A'ear-olds, the weight shall be 126 pounds, and for 
two-.A*ear- olds. 122 isMinds. 

In liandi(*aps and in races where the conditions 
expressly state to the contrary, fillies two .vears old 
shall be allowed three pounds and mares three years 
old and oA*er shall Ik* allowed fiA'e iKUinds before 
September 1. and three iKUinds afterAvards, but no 
horse shall carr.A’ less than 84 pminds. 

Spur Line from Station to Track. 

General Manager O’Hara stated tcslay that lie 
had alKUit concluded arrangements Avith the Penn- 
sylvanbi Railwa.v Avhereby this road will commence 
putting in ji spur line from Rowie station direct 
to the track. It is estimated that it will cost 
$.70.(HM) to <*onstruct this line but Mr. O’Hara, 
thoughtful of the public’s welfare, is of the opinion 
that the mone.v is »K*ing Avell and Avisely si>ent. This 
road would have been constructed sometime ago but 
oAvners of the land through which it Avas necessary 
to secure right of Avay, put such fabulous sums on 
their propert.v that it AA’as out of all n*ason. How- 
cA'er. this obstacle has been overcome and the road 
Avill Ik* constructed. 

Word Avas received here today that about one 
hundred and fift.v horses will be shipped this coming 
Aveek direct from Havana to the Bowie coursi*. and 
as this will giA’e the horses about tAvo Aveeks in 
which to freshen up. there should be plenty of rac- 
ing material on hand for the inauguration. Ev'ery 
stable at the course has been taken and many 
owners Avill be forceil to quarter their horses either 
at Laurel or the Renning course. 

It is predicted that racing in Maryland this year 
will haA’e rea«*hed its height of popularity, and 
cA-eryliody in this teiritory is anxiously aAvaiting the 
return of the thoroughbreds to this section of the 
country. 

No Change in Officials This Year. 

The management announced toda.v that there Avill 
be no change in the officials this season. A. R. 
Dade Avill wield the flag and Judge Joseph ^durphy 
Avill preside, while W. 1’. Spurgeon. Judge Garter 
Hall and Judge VV. A. Anderson will act as stew- 
ards. 

Judg<* Amh*r.son is tin* dean of simrting Avriters 
in this section of tlie country, a Yale graduate and 
one of the most popular gentlemen that has ever 
been so honored in an official capacity at the 
course. 

W. I*. Spurgeon, managing editor of the 
Washington Post, is a Avell-known racing man. 
while Judge Garter Hall is too Avell and favorably 
knoAvn to ne<*d any introduction. 

Mortimer Mahoney, Avell-knoAvn on race tra<*ks as 
an efficient and i*omp«*tent ring-manager, Avill have 
chargt* of the muuel machines. 

The RoAvie course is now in grand coinlition and 
r:ict*s could Ik* run there tomorroAV.

PENALTIES FROM RULING OFF TO LIMITED 
SUSPENSIONS AWARDED TO OFFENDERS.

Havana, ('uba, March 11. — The stewards have had 
numerous sessions during the past AU’eek Avith oAA’n- 
ers, riilers and trainers and, as a result, several 
rulings were handed out Avhich brought turf banish- 
ment to some and extended suswnsions to others. 
Tlie most important eases were those of joekeys 
MeEAven and R. Watts. These two old riders got 
themselA’es into trjuble, it is claimed, by approach- 
ing some of the other jockeys Avith propositions to 
enter into a combination to place their horses and 
AA’ager on a horse to be selected by them. Fortu- 
nately, the scheme was nipped in the bud. as it 
AA’cre, and Imth of these wrong-doers w’cre given 
plenty of nuK* to hang themselves. It is said that 
the evidence against them includes affidavits from 
two or three parties who Avert* on the outside. This 
is not the first cast* that Watts aa’us inA’olved in 
here. He was mixed up in the Gobi (’ap-Yellow 
E.yes case two years .igo, hut things broke lucky for 
Watts oil that occasion ami he succeeded in escaping 
turf banishment. In vit*AV of the testimony in tin* 
last case, it would apiK*ar as though the testiiuonv 
introduced before steward T. <’.

BedAvell purchas«‘d March Court of J. W. Hedrick 
the day before he sliipiied. He contemplates having 
sev’cral jumiK*rs in his stable this .vear and has 
already signed jockey Riissi*ll to do his riding.

RUNNING OF THE FIRST EPSOM DERBY. 



Famous Race Was a Mile Dash for the First Four 
Years of Its Existence. 



Every one interested in horse ra<*ing is uAvare 
tliat the inaugural race for tin* IhTli.v was run 
in tin* 3’car 17 S 0 , and tliat tin? winner was Sir 
Charles Bunlmr.v’s colt Dionied. Not inan.v, Iniw- 
ever, are aware that the disLinee of tin* race 
won 1)3’ the pow(*rfull.v-linilt son of Florizel. and 
b.v his first tlin*e sin-eessors on tlie Epsom scroll 
of fame, was onl.v a mile. It was not until 

17 S 1 that it was inen*ascd to a mile ami a half. 
Tin* conditions of Dionied’s Derh.v W(*re “fift3’ 

guineas each, half forfeit, for three-year-olds, 
colts 112 iHiunds, fillies 109 pounds, the last mile 
of the course. To 1m* continued in 17 S 1 .” How 
the race came to be called the Derby is related 

in Moorlionse’s book, “The Romance of the 
Derli3'.” According to a tradition treasured, he 
exphiins, b.v the dese(*ndants of Sir Charles Bun- 
Iinr3', the name bestowed on the great Eiisom race 
wa.s decided upon the toss of a <*oiu. Aeiording 
to the stor3’, I.M>rd Derh.v and Sir Charh*s ilis- 
eussed the matter over the dinner table, resolv(*d 
that the new event should 1 m* eall<*d after one or 
the other, and then allowed chance to settle the 

question. The original entr3' appears in the “Calen- 
dar” for 1779 , and among the thirt3'-two suh- 
serilK*rs, four of whom iioininated two colts apit*e^, 
were a royal duke, two other dukes, eleven lords 
and six baronets, as- against 011I3' twelve eom- 
nioners. Those Avho miniinuted two colts were the 
Duke of Bolton, I.ord Clermont, Sir C. Bunbur3’ 
and Mr. I’anton. Jr., and aiming the eutr3’ were 
six of the get of Florizel and several b3* the lat- 
ter’s sire Herod. Herod’s two great stud rivals. 
Eclipse and Mateheni, were also represented. iMith 
in the entr.v and in the race itself, the winner 
of which Dionied, was a grandson of Herod, while 
Mr. O’Kelly’s I’.ondrow and Mr. Walk«*r’s Spitfire, 
which finished second and tliinl, were botli sous 
of Eclipse. 

Jockeys in Olden Times. 

“Orton’s Annals” d(M s not give tin? nain<*s of an3’ 
of the riders of the *111110 eomi>etitors for the in- 
augural Derh.v. In those da3's jo<ke3s apparentl3’ 
were regarded as unimiKirtant memliers of tin* rac- 
ing eomniunit3'. However, reference to “Ruff’s 
Guide” shows that Dionied was ridden b3* Sam 
Arnull. a nienilM*r of tlie famous fumil3’ which 
lias prorlu<-;*d so man.v good joeke3's and trainers. 
Sir Charles lUinlmry’s colors were “pink and Avhite 
strijM's,” those of Mr. O’Kell.v, owner of the sec- 
mid horse, “scarlet with black cap.’! and tliose of 
Mr. Walker, the owner of the third horse, “hlmim 
color, with green cap.” What sort of color “bloom” 
was is ojien to doubt. Here is a return of the race, 
but it is a bald affair, nuthing being said of liuw 
Dionied won. and there is onl3’ a brief report 
of the lM*tting, from Avliieli it Avill be seen that 
only four of tin* nine had a quotation ami that 
the first three favorites occupied the three lead- 
ing places in their market order:

Many Lines of Sporting Activity in Which Lord 
Lonsdale Has Taken a Fart. 



It would b<* difficult to find an instance where 
tlie term “an :ill-round sportsman” could 1 m* aii- 
plied more fittiiigl.v than in the ease of tlie Earl 
of lAinsdali*. There is, indeed, seareel.v a branch 
of sport in w’hieli this popular nobleman is not 
actively interested. He rides and motors, is a 
Hrst-elass shot, and has done a gmid deal of travel- 
ing in pursuit of big game; is a keen .vaeht.sniaii, 
and an expert slipper ot greyliounds. In the do- JL 
main of boxing his name is a household word, and ^ 
proud is tlie possessor of a Lonsdale lH*lt. The 
Earl liimself w;is no mean exponent of the noble 
art, while it ma.v be ineiitiiiiu*d that he was in- 
terested in the training and <*ontests of Poter 
Jai'kson and other et*lehrities of the ring. His 

iKirilship is the president of the National Sporting 
Club. 

Lord Lonsdale is, in addition, well known in 
r:i(‘iiig circles, and on iiuiiierous oeensioiis has 
ridilen his horses in races wliere the eoiiilitions p?*r- 
iiiitted. Among his feats was tlie Aviiiiiiiig of the 
Rutland Welter Dnig Hunt Cup, over a long 
cfiurse, on an animal named Quirk. Perliaps. how- 
ever, he h:is iM'eii more keenly iiiten*sted in hunt- 
ing and driving. In the hunting field lie was 
alwa.vs in his element, while in the hamiliiig of his 
well-known ti'anis of chestnuts lie ilisidayed tlie 
highest skill. 

Drives Twenty Miles in an Hour. 

His riding and driving aehievenients are maii3’ 
and varied. One stor3’ eoneeriiiiig iiim relates to 

a wager that he would drive twenty miles in n eord 
time. The eonditions could not liave lieen iiiueli 
wor.se, the roads being bad in eonsequenee of fre- 
quent downpours. I.,ord Ijonsd.ile, uevertlieless, 
won his wager. He drove a four-in-iiand the first 
five miles, a iiair for the next, rode iMistillion of a 
pair during the third stage and <-onipleted the 
journe3' hy driving a single horse, tlie total dis- 
taiiee lieing covered in four and a half minutes 
inside tlie hour. 

At one time his lordsliip was a fairly n*giilar 
exhibitor of liuiiters and harness iiorses in tlie le;id- 
ing show 3*ards. meeting with eonsidenihle success. 

Of late years he has not exliibited to any great ex- 
tent. hut his interest remains, and he has aeted on 
nunierous occasions in the capacity of judge. 

Ho has alwa.vs kept a few horses in training, the 
niajiirit3' of them lM*ing with R. W. Armstrong at 
Penrith, while he has also been a patron of Andrew 
Joyner, A. Sadler, Jr., and P. Whitaker, though 
the bearers of the white jacket witli tlie yellow 
seams have not recorded man.v nntalile siieeesses. 
Sueli as Porte Bonlieur and Portoliello won raees in 
their <*lass some 3’ears ago. as have ot!i(*rs of a 
like kind in more recent .vears. Lord Loiisd:ih*. 
however. wou-tUe Silver Bell Plate at Lanark, and 
the Hare Park and Siininier Haiiilieaps witli War- 
liiigiiam, whieli he secured friiiii Mr. Sievier suhse- 
queiit to hi.s Cesarewiteh vietor3’ in 1912 . 

"Vainly Tries for the Grand National. 

His Lordshiii had hopes of winning the last “real” 
Grand N:itioii:il with Lord Marcus, jind the gelding 
started second Livorite, but he failed to get 1 m*- 
3'oiid the fifth iibstaele. the race lH*iiig won h.v 
Ally Sloper. IkuhI Marcus was again f.-ineied for 
the substitute for the Liverpool Steeplechase List 
March, but he again failed, his aetiiai position at 
the finish b«*iiig eieveiitli. He is again entered for 
the “National.” and were he to triiiniiih at tlie 
tl'.iril attempt the victory would be highly iMipular. 
Ikm'iI Marcus is uiiqm* :tioiiahl3’ a good horse over iiis 
own course, and among the nioes he has won are tlie 
Grand Allies Steepleeiiase at Manchester and the 
Gniiid Internatioiml Steeplechase at S.iiidown Park. 

Lord Lonsdale, who was Ixirn in J.imiar.v. lS."i 7 , 
and tlius reeeiitl3' attained his sixtieth 3o:ir. is the 
fifth earl, and succeeded to tin* title in 1 SH 2 . Four 
.vears previously he had married the daughter of 
the Marquess of Ili:ntl3'. He was eilueated at Eton, 
where he early gave evidence of his devotion to 
sport. — Ixindiin Sporting Life.
